The most optimistic members of the 
American commission predict that the 
treaty will be signed by June 2d. al­ 
lowing five days to a week between 
the time the reply Is placed In the 
Germans’ hands and the date to be 
fixed for their final answer. 
The latest indications are that the 
Allied answer will be ready for presen­ 
tation Friday. 
Allied experts were reported to have 
reached 
an agreement whereby 
the 
siiecific amount of reparations will not j 
be put in the treaty but France and 
Belgium will accelerate establishment 
of the definite sum of their claims so 
Germany will learn the total indemni­ 
ties she is to pay within two or three 
months after the treaty Is signed in­ 
stead of having to wait two years, as 
first planned. 
Agreement Over League. 
The league of nations commission 
w'as understood to have reached an

ment Is yet to be ratified by the Big 
Four it was said to provide that Ger 
many shall ho admitted after a brief 
period of probation, although she will 
he excluded from executive council.

women.
